I've traced in hiatorytthat the moet ancient peoples oftan alluded to 
Calverinia, and by some it was balieved to be the " 1 old Fden"from which 
Adam ad Bye ware driven from hy others aa a strange land peopled by poople 
that are toorighteous to he true, and which atordes and facta wore: therefore 
investigatedesscccesesseoe Mow Calverinia is like a hallish regione The flames 
of forest fires procend as if from the breath of the graat Infernnl Regione, 
the thunderous nodens of battles, and great explosions, which the world still 
boliever oxaggernted seem to be the demons trying to hlow their way out of 
hell, andcreate tho shocks for their escepesIndaad it seems to all vho survive 
that we are in -erdition ourselves, and that from greet portions great clouda 
of unapproachable fire sre vomited upon our forests from the innormost depths 
the yelting Glandelinians are the demons, and the victims and retupeces and 
others the lost souls, yet it seams as a hell with some daylipht occassionally,

When the great flood waves swe vt throuch the olity of 'arsecinio 
and upon the christian arny.under peneral "“urcda rorg's christian amy 
the peovle and oven soldiers and aniials who had even the slightest chance 
to escape ran hither and thiter in every direction in the preatest terror 
and confusioneNowever they did not have the sliphtest iden where they happen 
happened to be going only that an iuese tunes ime nse 
crest or sea of foaming waters higher than the housetops waa roaring down 
upon them fron the broken dam and that they must rot away from that. Many 
in their terrr terror dived into the collar of their very houses though 
this of course ws certain death.Others jot upon the roofs of all the house 
tops and clambered over the adjoining roofs to safty.put the ma’ jority 
including the annies made for the hills and hiph rise of ground but hardly 
any of these ever reached the hills for many of thea were all caught in 
the mad fury of the floods.Thousanda clung to trees and roots and pieces 
of debris and the like which had temporarily lodged near tha benks and only 
a few of these even manaped to save thanselves. These people therefore stay 
ed out on the hilla all nisht and all th = the noxt day or they managed to 
find the main christian Jinsa further away which shaltered then. :owever 
for all the survivors there was a grent fear of podng back to the town 
or the region of the flood because of the eneay who had been firing upon 
the flooded regions for fourty eight hours to prevent the resoue of gall 
the unfortunatespven the psople whose houses the Waters of the flood did 
not touch had abandoned their hoses for fear -of the qlandelinians and began 
to think of o11 as “arcocinio as a city buried beneath the water. 
when the christian troupers went tward ‘‘arcocinio to view the affects of 
the flood they saw many survivors who hed dared to return put up in barnes 
and sheds and in hou ses which had only been slichtly ruinede,,ost of these 
had to sleen without eny covering in their wat clothes and it took the 
liveliest kind of work and fiphting to pet anything to eat.The majority 
of those who couldhave been rescued were sheltered within the very flooded 
portions of the christian lines as much as possible especially in what 
could be spared of the few barracks left standing and some idea of the 
extent of the wredk wreck of tho towns and villdages nay be gathered 
fron the fact that of the fewest of the thousande of buildings of. 
the aalleat town only two were left uninjured. 
For the first two or three days the survivors as well as those of the 
devastated army were dazed ot what had happened and even now they are 
still dazed.They all went ahout helpless making all kinds of vague 
inquiries for their frienis and relatives and hardly feoling the desire 
to eat anything.rinally the needs of cumforte overpowers) d then and 
they woke up to the factthat they were faint and sick.eThis was to some 
extent changed by: the arival of tents and by the. systenatio nilitary care 
for the many suffering. : . 
The ''¥atal Norna Rridge'' as it is now enlled, and which so far before 
had been the scene of soe bloody conflicts was now described by a War 
Correspondent in this way} 
''Thia bridge since the disasterous flood was now the matter of so 
much talk and writings and vhee parcial resistance to the mighty torrent 
is n noble five track structure na well as having foot walks on both 
sides fifty eight yards wide on top, sixty four feet high above the water 
linetof both the Sunbeam Creek and the Norma nun pniver and consisting of 
one hundred and fifty skew spans of fifty nine feet each.Vespite the 
fierce battles that had raged in its vinicity or on it it still reneins 
wholly uninjured except that it was «nd is badly epnlled on the upper 
sides by blows fran the shell fire and also fron the wreckage hut that 
it remains so is due solely becouse it is of a heavy strung steel frame 
and other bridge work and ws i or is one of the longest and most powerful 
bridges known-The torrent struck it with force enourh to ‘sweepothor 
bridges amy as if it had been built. of card board leaving even no track 
behind but fortunately or unfortunately the ,,orma Bridge which was one 
of the meat powerful’ powerful made and though it was in the patho? the 
fullforce of the flood which hense struck the bridge full end- compressed 
the whole of. its spoils pathered in a onolundred mile course into: one 
terrible inextrionble mass with the force of tens of thousands of tons 
at nearly seventy miles an hour the bridge stoud it 911 and the wreckage 
within the late evening was windrowed high against the bridge. 


The apodlw of the flood consisted of more trees than ons oan count all 
trees and gllfolinse of every description that the flood had touched and 
uprooted in its whole course with trifling exceptions, including countless 
nunbers of large trees of every des r description all of which were caiple 
tely stripped of their bark and suall lis limbs 911 at onceand gll 
the houses in the twenty five thickly settled towns ond villiages, half 
the numer number of humand beings and soldiers, and all the horses, cowg 
Cats dogs and rats, chic chickens and all fowls of every description 
that wore in the famis n and in the houses, | ntwanyhundreds of miles 
of telegraph and telephone wires that were on strung poles in use 
and any tinea more than this that were in the stocks of mills, oerhapa 
tw three hundred and fifty miles of railroad tracks and all track 
war caterials and all, hundreds of big locunotivea, tuns ofp ig iron 
windrows or mountign uf brick stone gravel sand earth, boilers atean 
engines out of factories, heavy inachdnery, batteries of cannons aly Wagons 
by hundreds, and other spoils of tows and villiages including all furnitur, 
qnd house hold goods that any one can, think of. 
All this was accugulated in one Breat inextriceble naas which wedred azainst 
the north portion or side of tha great bridge like a mountian of 
wreckage and this being the target of the enany fire boabs himedintely 
Saught fire and the wreckage not wetted or touched hy the water was soon 
aflene.Thousands if sot hundreds of thousands of human beings, wen 
wouen and chidren and even soldiers dead and alive were Caught in it 
including many animals many by the Lower and upper parts of the body 
rye witnesses described the groans and cries which one frum that vast 
holocaust for nearly the whole night ond the next day aa something almost 
unbear able to listen to yet which co wld not be sscaped. Thougands 
undoubtedly suffered @ nost slow torturing death by fire, or were killed 
by solid a shot and rifle frfire fron the enemy on shore, yet no one oan 
doubt that the vast a majority of the sold soldiers, men wonen end 
children in that fearful jam which covered the length of the whole bridge 
wore already dead when the awful fire began, and when the enauy did 
all vossible to prevent the work of rescue on the part uf the Nationals 
end others. 
The city of elight's Junction is on a big flat negr the north bend of 
the yorma Run River and this flat is fomied by the junction of the big 
Sunbean Creek, and the alngst equally large Jennie W vivian Creek flow 
ing into the Norma Run fro ia the south just above the big bridge.The bridge 
being of great height and extent it and the adjacent anbanknent fonied 
something like a second dam about sixty fact high, Delight's rinction 
a serving as o bed of o reservior which any one could judge to be nearly 
large enough to hold the one third of the flood except that it was 
already filled three feet deep or more by the first sign of the couing 
floodsOne big off shoot of the main torrent vas deflected a northwostward 
by the Geutlen pend and went tearing through the heart of. the more 
northerly section of the city, and still another sindlar big wave was 
split off fran the wain torrent further up but in the main the direct 
force of the torrent did not strike this city or othor points further 
northeThe main force struck first against Narcocinio, + ildrad Greenburg 
Zannagustepolis and then sweeping firther northward lost sane of its 
fierce energy flowing thence northward in a heavy wid widely spreading 
leke all over the country side for q hundred and fifty miles which 
tossed houses of towns and villiagee about in a very fantastic Way 80 
that every town li looked much like a childe toy villiages poured ait of 
e tox hap-hazard, the hos houses wire t not torn to Pieces generally. 
About half the loss of life was in the rogion of !!arcocindo for 
all this section of the countery including the city iteelf and the three 
others speedily hecane a seg fro thirty to fourty feet deep and sayed 
so for twelve. hours or wore, and therefore it Was here and not in tho main 
direct path of the wider sections of the flood that all the rescueiny of 
people frow reofs and floating tinbers was impossible because uf the 
fury of the flood and the wicked hinderance of the enany.tlear Delights 
vuncticn rescue work was aluost impossicle also.ikewise after the break 
in the eabankment of the yorig pun Bridve and the flood heran to recede 
fran Delight's yunctiun where it flooded the streets to a depth of twelve 
feet in sane places it was frou this district] chiefl chieftly that so 
many people and soldiers were carried off down stream on floating wreckage 
and killed by eneuy onipers and machine gun fire or drowned in the risning 
wo ters.

imnonso tenporary reservoir nat rally broke the fu 1 force of tha flood 
near Delirht'a finetion and tranefonned it into somothing not prently 
different frau an orda ordinary Wit hev heavy sea over land. Wottruba city 
zoe © lien Run, tozan 706 Rae Run, ‘-de-Whirther and other places just 
above the bridge and above the city of Delirht's runotion were badly 
wrecked with the loss of unaccountable nwaibers of lifes, tut in the main 
fran Deli¢ht's rinction dewn the flood censed to he so very dese dostrictive 
and go swift.It took out oliost every bridge it apme to for more than 
a hundrod miles.and wished avoy hundreds of miles of tracks rails and all 
and did other severe demere, but the probable Delight's runeticn Reservior 
saved t o hundreds of thousands of lives below it by equalising the 
great ene hundred mile wide flow. 
Gaptian Andrew ,ormann the tiain officer in charje ofune of the Angelinign 
bagage trains of general Toras amy which was also Caught in the flood 
at “arcociniv told a thrilling story of his owm experienceeryi wie long 
train of wrone with three others, end a atrong force of one hundred 
thousend mounted men and officers had advanced to a siding of worke 
on high pround at ‘arcocinio station opposite to where the bloody battle 
Was raging-He saw tho distant explosions at the dams, caw the monsterous 
floods coming and describs it as having the appearance of the ocean 
suddonly flooding the land as it sinks far below sen level throucth 
sae convus convulsion. 
He Senedigtely ordered hia men to lash their horses for all their worth

Every, house of this grent flood was snid +o have ted ites om awful or 
“ecliar story.Of many people escaped hy choppine holes in the rovf. 
Fra. one house a soldier who had heen throm tnto the stricture through 
e window - hy the force of the flood leaped to the shore as the house 
went whirling pnet ond fell thirty five feet upon e pile of woud and 
escoped. with only a broken ley, end am and one fracturad rib beside 
a \roken collar hone, and n Lose of a foot and finver besides nany

One pare n is soid to have come all tho way ina house from the very 
very start of the fearful flovud and to have vysteriously circled around 
with a blackward flow of the wmter and finally landed on pn flat near 
the city of Delight's minetion whare it could still be pointed out.

However, though Delisht's junction wa hrdest hit there wes not much 
loss of life here as the houses were crushed on one sida of the oity 

and not touched on tne other a most remarkable thing considering the force 
of the flood.Twenty one bodies were taken out of one domnged hudlddng, 
after the worst of tha floud had receded and taken tu the norgoe. they 
wore not: uch injured considering the wole t of lin lumber above then. 

In many instances the bodies wore wedged in crevasses. Yet they wore all 
in a ‘good atate of proservation and wen they were plo eabalmed they 
looked life Tikes,ottages and houses which were s till standing ware 
banked up with lwaber and driftwood and 4¢ wae like minding for the 
christian workers and prisoners to make any kind uf a clear space, 
Thirteen hundred bodies were take fron the burining debris near tornge 
Bridge at one time in the afternoun when the floud had gone av low that 
work me posible possible.None of theae bodies could be recognized, and 
they were put in coffins nnd buried imnediately.phey were so badly burned 
that 4¢ was inpossible tu keep them unitll they cuuld be identif ieds 
puring a series of blastings at the wreckage “any bodies wore aliont 
burned to piecea. 

whe actual nuaber of lives lost at this flood can never be known 
especinlly ariong the soldiers of general Loras anay though it was 
Oladmeddne million perished buside the  illdons of wounded, but over 
45,678 bodies of the frightful entastrophe ef 91] the men w. women and 
children of the towns were identified and either buried or cranated in 
the sands along the river shores, in the yards, and grounds and of the 
‘woods, and. those bodies which must have ne been carried. far down the 
ora un ydiver when the waters receded fron Delight's ,unctiun two 

days later, the bo dies cre ated, the hundreds found on the sunbeam 
shores, on the shures of the creeks, and those taken fron the water, 
and finally all those discovered in all sorte of places, the bodies found 
outside of Jennie ivinn town being buried or cremated when picked w, 
all these served to swoll the 14st enong men women and children to possibly 
77,899 which was the figure named by géneral Robert vivian the fifth 

day after the dreadful flood.He had every opportunity for obtaining 
infpmatdon on this point.

Sometines they gave an advantage for profitting by & situation, but they 
also brought many consequences slong with them, in that they aroused prejudices 
which must be overcome.For &11 on board the rac raft howmwr it was 4 great 
laving brotherhood which to all conditions of life arieing out of the midst 

of unspeakable dangers, out of tho tension and florornnese of death, added 
something of the gcod fellow ship of the childrentrying to cheer things up by 
singing yet of the feeling of solidarity of cow convicts and of the desporate 
loyalty to one another of men and children comdended to death wes ing sacking 
in @ wholly unpathetic way a fleeting enjoyment of ths hours of rest as they 
comesIt was this for.exumple that made wounded Jack drdnk dow hie suup in such 
te aring haste sometimes when shell fire upon the raft was reported admply 
because he felt sure he could not be eure that in another hours time he would 
etill be still alive.Such things seemed indeed to te real problems they wore 
serious matters to all they could not be otherwiseeHere every one being on 

the very borders of death avery minute life therefore asemd to follow an 
anszingly simple course, and that it was limited to what was most necessary, 
611 else wuld lis buried in gloomy sleep in that lay thedr survival . 

If the hoys and bi girls on the raft had not boon more tu themeclvos 
and kept their wits about tne then or been more subtly differenetiated they mat 
long since have pone mad, ses deserted, or have been oll destr oyedeAll the 
rw readers too must know that as in a polar expedition every @ oxprosedon 
of life must serve only the preservation of existence in the dreadful cold 
sreas and is aheolutely focused on that and nothing else indeed all else 
is banished because it, would coneume without necessity ull the onergies needed 
eThat, wae too the only way for 411 to seve themenlves vhen moing throush this 
inferno region uf water and fire and in the quiet houre indeed, when the 
puzzling reflection of formr happier days, seemed Like & blurred mirroe norrot 
projecting beyond them the figures of their past existance, many would often 
&llow «ll other expressions to like as ina winter sleep, life being simly 
one continusl watch against the meance of terrible death in 4ll forme, from 
the enemy shot, fran the ftes, from perguers, from flouds, and from plagues, 
from the attecks of plengiglomencunce that might mistake then for Glande Lindens

Rach of theas 
Glendolinian ,arauders were supplied with a horse, and in order aparently 
to save the trouble of leading us, rather than for our comfort, we were 
ordered to ride hoses which ware spares, tut there were onl: onough horms 
for tlres of us to get on apioe, and we were then tied together eo that 
if we did fall off we couldn't escape, and we felt theing ao tightly 
embracing ourselves together, as if we were a pack of sardines dn a 
caneThe Glandelinian harde too were loaded with plunder, no dabt as 
T hoard them speak together, which they had eocured by robbing some dinsetor 
strioken town and as we judged fran the appearance of the ertioles.,ome 
had their pockete filled with rings taken from fingers,and even fingers 
wand whole hands were in their pucketaeThay moved in the direction of 
Manleye Glandelinian camps, and in a short time they had passed beyond the 
reach of danger from our own urmies.

slightest hope of escape, we ware ready to sonept the issue.There 
were only twelve of the Glandelinian cavarly - in, ed resistance wihout 


our weupons was Almost hopeless, and sucidal, yet not entirely su, for we 
hoped thera would com come favorable circumstance to 1 aid us.Ae we rai e 
along betweon the Glandelinians, we happened to discover that the holsters 
of the two horses the three of us rde on apice atdill contained pistoles 
Thay were two army ravolvers, whish the qlandelinians had neglected to

they could get a pood reward from Manley by giving us up to himeIt would 
have been very bad far us too for Manlay would hang the whole seven of us 
without further delay if he had fot us theneBut I heard om e of them say 
that the Glandelinian general would not give the r- ward to more soldiers, 
and that # they turned ue over to him, he would spoil their prospects, 

One said", don't care,"and another said"It won't cost us nothing to 
try, that they didn't want us young Brats, and that he ‘would at least 
give them sanething for turning us over to him. Another Lauphrd and said; 

"Well ay anyhow he'll make then young brate give up the hoatsa and their 
coats if wa can't ,"and another eaid"you bet he won'T.The b girle: are 
the yivianitrs belonging to tha Great Christian King nog, Empror vivian 
and the general would he glad to got useIt was finally decided that 
they would say we wore not the Vivien Girls, but christian girls trying 
to duplicate us, which 4s often the case with foe child acouts, and 
they also put articles into our pockets with the purpose to ly on us 
and tell the general we had robbed them,and that is why they took us 
prigoners,and that they would deliver us to the general, as a offering 
1f nothing else.We were even not relieved when this decisiom was reached 

for Manley and any of his generaleknew us as well as his own and to be 
handed over to him, wag to ue like being lost souls being handed gover in 
ohaing in to SatenesThe Glandelinian do not have no more regard for 
the prisoners than do the fiends heave for lost souls. 

When the Glandeliniens however arived at the spot where peneral 
Manleys army had been on the previous day, btheirplans were entirely 
changed by learning that the vast army had been moving away to concentrate 
and advance to the support of Federal at Evangeline St Claire, not that 
this information affected their Purposes hecause o it micgested a field 
for the hatter purpose of their irregular work.We then heard them diecuses 
the matter, and we overheard that they helieved the christian cavarly 
would burn and destroy to prevent Federals advance tward Trin oque Tom 
to do this too without dis crimination, wherever they wenteThedr presence 
would create & panic, houses would be an abendoned, citizens of the eneny 
killed, and the spodis would beplentiful.

We were ordered to lead our horses to 
the stable, and we obeyed, yet we were more closely watched than we had 
anticipated for.while we were thus engaged, we saw the captian and the 
Lieutenant in closo conversation, and we were satisfied that they ware talk 
ing about uae As we came out thoy callad us and askd us if we desired 
to be hanged before or after supper.We an answered that whether we wished 
it or not was out own matter, and they repeated the quastion so often 
that we were tormented.I told them that we would he grateful for thoir 
consideration, that we did not want to be shot, hanged, or anything on 
thet sort, even thouph we did not fear to nevertheless, I told them that 
wo did not do themany harm when they captured us,and they answered 4t wag 
so tut just the same we did them no good, and repeat dec repeated the 
question again whether we wished to be hanged hefore or after supper.Fhen 
we agajn anowered yes we do not wish to be, the captian asked if wa could 
readeW answered ys, and they asked if we had ever read of the story 
about some monkey that took the cats paw out of the or took I believe 
let me see-= yes tok the cats paw to haul the chestnuts out of the fire 
with. I amswered no, but we did n know from guess work what the moril 
was to th at story, they guessed it, for qlandelinians knew we girls 


“were great on morals, and one told me he was going to tell us the moral 


of that story.The question was repeated to our disgust.We answered that 
we didn't want to be hanged, end we were greatly perplexed to knew whet 
the fellow was going to do,and wondered exceedingly if he wasn't orazy or 
a half wit.He qaid never mind then, we'll talk about the Morel,"He called 
that word Moril.He said it was not exactly the thing for them to go intw 
the house, and make them get supper for them when they didn't kmow 
whether there wero christian soldiers soldiers in the tow or noteYet they 
wanted their supper, and they wanted something more after that.They 
said they were the monkey, and we were the cate paw--mind youe-we the 
cates pawel didn't understand their meaning, and they told us we were to 
go in, decieve the ower by our appearance order the supper, and do the 
talking for theme When they got supper ready, they would go in and aat 
it without any of the folks seeing them.They were to pretend they were 
christians and we were their girlscout officers.I saw the scheme, they 
didn't wany the folks in the house to see them, and again the question 
wee put to us whether we dasted to hang We would have refused ateny 
cost to comply with any such scheme but we consented to this plan 
hoping thereby not only tosecure our release fran them hut to entrap them 
tooeWhatever the .c merits of the plan in which we wore comelled 
to take past in we did not relish the idea of being made the paw of a 
cat dn the hands of euch dirty scoundrels aa these Scoodlicrs.It also 
involved so no sacrifice, of principal, and did not require us to give 
aid and comfort to our beleaboured friends, otherwise we would have 
takeing the chance in an encounter with the whole squiuad.We had to tell 
them we ware ready, esped especially when the rascal h had fully explained 
his plan.Ty They cledimad they were half starved, and were ready, too and 
yer we demended if we looked much like our former selves, when we went 
in without our coats and hats. By his order our coats were reluctantly 


restored to us with the -emark that we wouldn't want them after supper, which Ce 


led us to believe that we were going to be shot when tha wretches had 

no further use for useWe told the them too we'd look the part better 

if we wore our swords, and they refused, and we then demanded do they 
think we could be bring through the scheme without our swords, and that: we 
could decieve the man when all christian soldiers are dressed properly. 
They gave me the swords reluctantly and they asked us to findout some 
scheme to sond the folks out of the house for a while while they were 

at supper.We believed we could, and they wanted me and my sisters to 
play some christian trick.ZI said perhaps we'll try, and they then promised 
to give usour own supper before. they would hang us.We promished to do 

the best we could being confirmed in our opinion that the savshes meant 
to kil] us, and then one of them asked if we could write.I said yes, end 
they told us to write down a note that someone wanted tu see them dom 


in the next homeeWe pretended to think it was capitel.All the servante outside a 


the househad been captured, and kapt in the darkness whore they could 

not recognize any of the Glandelinians.They too had already been questioned 

and enough was found out of the family to enableone of us to write a note

and as a splendid suggestion seemed to om to me I said that if 7 took

discovered that the main christian fore was not ferin advance of thom 
while detatchment of the dreaded Winkie abyssinkilians wore guarding all 
approaches to Evangeline st Claire and Trin oque, and that town was not 
half 4 mile from the villiage.The glandelinian leader, mind you said he 


“dia not believe he could truet us, for he had accompaniod us to the wor, 


but 7 anewered that I nor my sisters did not care whether he did or not, 
and that it was not my job, but hiseHe said he'd go in with us, with his 
face covered up, and told me if T myself didn't talk right up, he would 
‘murder me right in the very house.I knew that to refues to do his bidding 
was rank sucide, and so I imocked at the wor, which seemad to displease 
my wicked companion, who wished me and'my sisters to walk in without any 
ceremony, but I and my sigters explained that a certain degree of murteey 
would not only help the enterprize but defiantly told him that we would 
not allow ourws ourselves to get shot by our ow friends for ‘no glandelinian 
whatever, and the ~landelinian gave in, but with an 411 grace.The door 
was opened hy @ servéentel asked if the master of the house was in for 
we did not know the nane of the owner.The servant told ua we were, 
and we told him who wo were, and that we wished to see him, and the 
servant bid us to walk in .We were. conducted t> a elegant library, whre 
the owner of the house wero seated.H We were closely followed by the 
Glandelimian officer, who had tied a silk handho handkerchief over his 
face to hide hé ugly featues fron the inmates of the roon.The man w who 
was the owner of the house rose franthe chair, and bowed with stately 
courtsey to us, but not to the Glandeliniange We told the ian we were 
‘sott sory to disturb himat that tim of night, and when he asked vhows 
were he was astounded when we informed him. At fitet seein ¢ a robel 
officer with me he could not hardly believe ig,, and he said to the 
man that he seemed to wear the uinform of the landeliniena,but the 
rascal told him he was sofptunate to obtain ‘the uniform fran & . 
Glandelinian officer whom he had captured.The ower of the house then 
said that he understood, though he believed christian officers usually 
would rather go in rags then wear the colore of the .landelin: jans 
especially when obtained in that manner, He told the men that the 
christian officer from whom he got the uniform had no further use 
for his ddthing for he had found that the chivalry did not justify 
the system which prevailed of aven robbing Glandélinian officers 
of their clic hing.He then ask of us what we desired, and y told hin 
we had a emall squad of men wity with us, that we had had no supper 
and that we wishd to tropass sofar on his hosp itality as to obtainone 
ib h his house.’ He asked how many, we told him,and he said we should be 
supplied atonces T told him we were in the greatest haste, 


The man answered that the meal would be forthcoming with allponsible 799, 


haste and he ordered his servant to give the proper diestion to the cook 
and the others. He asked us if we dit belong to the squad.The elemdelini 
officer demanded of us to tell him we did, and as we raally did at nPeuane 
being theimpi pre prisoners we said yes, and we told hin that we had 7 
stoppad at our headquarters recently, that we too were almost starved, and 
that we hadjust recieved news from Evangeline st nlaire, and that no one 
out side the lines could provide for useThe man was ave avid ently 
surprised,and Loediately the Little girl and hoy present suspended their 
play n playing, and locked at us, but clung to their mothers ekirte at 
the present presence of the man in that gray uniform for they feared 

any one who wore f grays The Glandelinian officer told us we were enart 

, for he appeared to enjoy the situation anazingly.We told tha man of 

the house that we were recommended to ome here, assuring us you that 

he never turned'a hungry soldier from his mor.T told himthey had given me 
& card requ requesting me to give it to himeT handed the so man the 
photograph of myself, on the back of which was written the appell ing 
statement of my aituetion, and the character of the men with MG. 

Tt was a fearful moment to him, and aleo more fearful fo us, for the 
alarm of this mam moght betray us to the bloody Glandelim jane who wtood 
at our side.Tf he underatood the writing he'd have called in his soldiorg 
and they would have made hort work of us, and those of the house too. Trough 
the silk handkerchief over the fw e of the officer impaired his visdon 
it did not entiely ohatruct it.The man read the words on on the card,he 
was startled by them, and ganced at me in partioular.t cor tracted my 
brow, shook my head slightly in the rascals ditection,and assumed a strange 
deprecatory expreseion, which the owner of the house seamed to understand, 
T then ea told him the persons 4n the next house dow the atrest wished t 
wished to seevhimas soon aspossible.He replied that he and his family 
would go at once, and aeked us to excuse his » absonsoel answered "Certainly 
sir, now fully assured heunderstood Rislittle girl asked h4nvhat was dt 
for she waspuzzled by the remarks vhich had been made in her presence. 

He told her his two sons had arived from Calverine, that they will i11 
an and they we re to go dom and ses then immediately.The wife and both 
of the children expressed their surp rise, but the nan diracted then to got 
ready &8 spesdily as possible, and they left the room: for thatpurpose.The men 
then said he waa sory to leave us, but would endeavor to return as eon’ 
8s we had finishedon mpper, and that we should make ourselves at hone, 
He then asked why my men didn't come 4into the house for his dave were 
alwaye open to the defenders of the countrys eadd thank you, and would 
take then into the dining roum at oncesHe said"d do so"and he left 
the room. The Glandelinian leader told me T sure was smart, but T 
anewered that I did exactly as he told me to do, and that if there wag any 
credit about the affair it only belonged to hineHe said that wee go tut 
that T carried it through right smart, and that Y shall have som super 
before T and my sisse sisters were: hanged or he woult have said that if not 
prevented H by prudentinl motives.The man: and his family left the house 
by the front door, and it was probable that they used all possible haste 
to escapn from the presencde of the Glandelinians, wh s whose character 
they now understood.In the meantime the Glandslinian leader emsed himself 
by opening the various drawers in the owers sscretary,and prying into 
every hole and ccrner whigh might be si pposed to contain any valuables. 
Tt took half an hour before supper was announces, and the leader went 
into the dining roomeThe servants were sent off, and ordereed not to sha 
themselves again. The qilandelinians then sat dom to supper, making one 
of us stand before the wor leading inty thy hall to notify then of 
the approach of any person, while the rest of us were made to wait om 
thomeThey ate and drank like. heatheans, and the nodse they mede with the 
soup ‘was worse than thr the moaning of a Saxaphone and eo loud vas the 
soup concert that they did not hear the sound of horses hoofs dim the 
yard, just as they were about finishing the # oup, 

The side aide door of the house opened into the hall, ware I atood 
as sentinel for the hungry Glandelinians, and from which a flight of steps 
led to the third flooreT carefully noted all the surroundings, for I had 
learned"from Welter Starring that the battle was gadried only by good : 
atrag strategy which mst depensc depend upon food knowledge of the sround. 
When the pf preciousplan of my ontors was fast developed, T regarded it os 
the meana of thecdeliverance of myself. and my sisters, though just then 
I could not tell precisely in what manner we could accomplish it.We ki ew 
that an important br ddge crossing the cresk near Trinoque on the lone 
railroad not far fron this villiage, was guarded by an Lnnsnea aquadron .

o° of Winkie Abyssinkilian cay rly, and we readily hoped that thie force 
would be broughtup by the owner of the housr for our deliveranne and ' 
for tho protection of hie family, and the capture of the GlandelindenaeThese 
wretches were an anomalous olass on the flanks ofou:t own amy, and 
the man understod readily who our captors were. Ws had no speciel sympathy 
for any Glandelinian for what they had done, for wo knew what their 
capture meant if we were found in theirpossession, hut wa were foolish 
wo had to go and be somewhat merciful even against the wretches who 

would have hanged ue to a treo for nothingemmat we had done was for our 
om benefit.We had recoveredpossesoion,of our coats and uniform when wa 
becane the "cate pe? paw" of these dirth dirty Glandeliniens, and we 
were now in a condition to maka a movement as soon as the circumstances would 
justify it.The Glandelinians---which we called "Valdals or landpirates 
finished their supper, and turned their attensdion to the second part of 
the programe they had lad out.Fvidently they did not intend to sack the 
mansion but only to secure such anall acrioles of value as they could more 
eseily aacure.For thispurpoee three of them enterad the library, some 
others crossed the hall into the sitting room, and the othere went up 
stairseThey had not heard the tramp of horses in-the yard, but I being 
near the se dor, which was partly open listened to the sound as the 


_notes of cur own deliverance.I b-lieved then the tim for actionhad 


come, and while the Glatelinians were intent upon their plunder I 

left the door where I had been stationed, and moved round to the rear of 
the staircase, and giving 4 signal to my ‘sisters wa looked around 
expecting to find a passage to the cellar, but we found nonw none.The 
house waco surrounded by christian cavarly, and if we went out we would 
show ourselves, to them, and then even cur om superfotory would not sav< 
the wretches for the soldiers who were ofow side would know we had 

been taken prisoner by the foe, A At the only alternative, because ofour 
foolish. mercy we went up the stairs to find someplace to hide, and avoiding 
three Glandelinians who were searching the chambers there we found the 
gatet steps and went up where weowere not] ikely to be w followed by 

any of our wicked Glandelinian companione.We had scarcely reached this 
secure position Wefore thy cusnuttun below 1f int indicated to our 
horror that a big body of qlandelinians from outeide had surprised 
thosecwho had surrounded the house.The noise soon had subsided, and it 
was evident that our would be rescuere had been captued.Soueons then said 
below"You say Colonel purner thera were seven of the prisoners whe wos 
gitle clothing."The anawer came there were, and that they bat one of 
them gave the information and [ recognized the voice of my late coma 
companions! heard him say,"The little she rat thought 7 couldn't read 
what was on the card but T did, and I was on my guard and sent for you 
hastily." . 

Theard the other remark "pid you say they looked like the’ Vivian 
Girls."Some one else said “yes,"and the officer sadd,"well we want them, 
who ever they are, for we have plenty of evidence against these little 
Christian villienseWe will send them off into slavery.Tho one who made 
out, the writing on the card ite the head of them. "One of those helow 
said he didn't understand it, and then came someone else saying he should 
be very glad for an explanation, and that though they may not havemuch 
againet us, they wieskd to know who we really wero.Wo had hoped they would 
not trouble ‘hemselves to look for us in the attic, but we heard the 
tramp of heavy feet on the lower ataira.I heard a cladelinian sey he must 
do hie duty, for if those girls you mention are the vivian Girls, as 
you think, they mist neuf be permitted to roem round the country.If they 
ere, they may belong.to the force which is now concentrating at Evangeline 

St Claire, and T heard hin say that it was not for him to say vhat shall 
be done with ue.They mist catch me again if they cam heard him 
say he saw me standing at the door of the dining roan, when he lovuked' in 
at the window, and that he was positive he h we had not left the house.. 
Another man seid, he regarded us as dangeraia, and theofficer then 
ordered his men to seardh the house at: all points.We hoped that the case 
atill looked very hopeful for us if we could hide. in the garret,.It was 
very dark in the garret, and while the soldiers were searching the chanbers 
we carefully felt ahout ue for somenlace of concealmant.The oor was 
an atsht aiied one in whichw there were windows, but while we were 
walking about, I myself struck my head against a long iron héndle hard 
enough to make me see etara, and it proved to be attatched to a shutter 
or scuttle.This I unfastened and managed to raise with the help of Joice 


and my eyes were greetrd with a view of the atary sky.The discovery waa a 
welconeona to us, and we lost not a moment in availing our nelves of the 
advantage of which it seemd to afford.The lowr end of tha aperture wae 

. within reach of my hands, and with great care and no do difficulty, we 
raised curselvas, and succeeded in gaining the rovuf----an operation 

which our own gymastis practice enabled us to accomlish for it was a 
feat any untrained pereson,could hardly have aver performed, But Wwe had 
scercely reachedthe roof before we heard our perauers in the attic, and 
the light from a candle shone up throuph the scuttle.T h heard ona of 
them say he had seen where we went, and [I closed the scuttle, and all of 
us who ow.id sat down upon it, even upon one another as much amossible 
to make the weight but the game seemed to up be up with useWe draw our 
swords, and trust the points into the roof as far as we could Ceueing it 
them to act as bolte over the shutter hoping by this msane-to rain a. 
momente time to oxamine the situationsThere appeared to he no maans of 
descending the oof to the ground except by the Lichtning rods, wiich 
we saw above the cimneys «Then if wo did reach the ground, the house was 
surrounded by the enemy, and we would be captured dowm therce.While we 
were consider ing these facts the man in the attic wire endaavor ing 
to raise the scuttle.They did not at on of succesad, butour prospects 
were entirely destroyed, wien it was evident a nunber of the eneny 
tovk hold of the shuu shutter, and raised it tumbling us over the roof, 
nearly fell off to the ground halow.A short ladder was placed on tho 
floor, and a lieutenant mounted to the top of the house, and demand of 
me to surendereThere was no use of resisting, there was no help for 
it and we had to descend down the ladden ladder into the garer garrat 
where we found half a dozen of Zimmermannien cavarly men.The lieutensnt 
led the way dom stairs to the library which was the largest roun in 
the house . : 

We had hoped for the satisfaction of ascaping frum their hands, and , 
the leader of the men who had ff at captured us said to us"¥el] you 
tried to pet away didn't you. calculated to shoot you after supper, 
but you will be sold to slavery instead.e Yuu have dune ong tu convines 
me already that you have heen enemies alright end tried to cause us to 
be captured, knowing what would happen if we were since you wre in” 
ourposesaiones . 

The heed officer who cama with the gimmermannians demanded of us 
our namés, and we were fored to tell him and were also forced to give 
our of{cial position, and connect ion.Hs askd us if we were fir at 
captured by these men, and T had to detail the particulara of the 
avent.I told of my aide-decamp being shot at the same times One of . 
the other rebels admitted he shot him, he wan asked if he had killed 
him, and the soldier said he couldn't tell, he got him over the creek and 
then had opturedusseHa told how they fired on us and shot our horees 
instead.The Generwl asked if the alide-decanowas dead when they left 
him, and the soldier, seid that he idid not think so «qo we had feared 

‘the f worst in regard to our friend.to the question of the general we had 
to give true answers. 

What hurt ue must we had been made the cats paw of these men, who had 
wih wished to procure & supper and to rob the house without exposing 
themselves to detectioneThier purpose was to met the family out of the 
houseeThe Glandelinian officer who had captured us first shoved he had 
outwitted useHe exclaied that it was his scheme, that it was some of 
his thinkingsHe eaid we were not so goo d on tricks as he waseHe said 
he told ma to write on the card, and saw vhat I had writtén, and decice 
dacided tu lat it po at that with with the pumouss tu capture those 
who would come to our rescue. verything was explained arain-t us, the 
leader who had fist catired us, read the card loudly to all the aenel heard 
the general say"Ie that what the Little zutarsndp wrote, and he appared 
to be ina fearful rage. "The other said yss, and the peneral said he 
would 8611 us into slavery for that or hang us one or the othereyowever 
there came @ question in regard to our true disposition in their 
handseThe general declared he had no aurthority to kill is as we hed 
not heen cought spying, but he would report the case to his sueriors. 

I wee with my sisters left at the house under fuerd, and waa left there 
one week, &nd then we were seperate and taken away intu the various 
points of the axtended .landelinian armies , and each sapruted far from 
each other.I knew not, and do not nk know the experisnces uf the others 
of my dear esloters, sxcept Jenmie's T didn't want then to telle® 

"What happened to you esked Pen-od Penrode . 


"Well if eo happened with me"eshea continued that the general officer 
with whom rested tha dese decision in the case of my heing @ slave prisoner 
was & personal and plo politicul vupponent. of a planter, and therefue 
I whe taken away from hin early and put to work int within the lin es.The 
planter wintad me for his slave and made an appeal to higher curthority, but 
it was unavailing, and thank heaven. I was hurrdd away from that miserable 
place whern, slaves died by thueands of sheer overwork and the baseat 
inhumanity, you could coneleve.T did not get it good in the lin s either 
put fared better neverthaless, end wis kept away from the real slaves. 
T could have easily escaped by riving up my peareole but I wouldn't do 
thateMy experience within the Lines was that of adc: actor 6 scores of 
thousands of other Little +1) slavaseIt would requiteca volume for ma to 
tell it all, and the sad story could be so often told that it needs a 
repetition here what T saw of the child staves.In deed wa know that the 
whole civilized world condemns the barbarous treutment of slavas by the 
Glandelinians.and sides withour country in its effort to bring -landelinia 
to subjaction, and fres all the children and restore them to their 
rightful guardians ond perente if they st iil Lives ' 

Day after day, week after week dragged away and: we sufferede yow far 
away I was from my sisters IT do not-knoweI had bean a prisoner for 
nearly two weeks, and my health had been then much impaired hy my suffer 
ings, by the scanty and mean food piven to slaves, but quite aa mich 
by being compelled towitness the misery and death which prevailed in 
the horrid child slave slaughter pen in which 7 was confinedsOnce 7 had made 
on attempt to escape with a mmber of the slaves, tit wa had been hunted 
down and repea repac recapturad.The slaves were put to death for running 
away with me, and my death panalty was to have cone a week later. I had 
made up my mind however that I was g wasn't going to stay here.It was 
eure death to one of my temperament to live such a dogs life aw that to vh ich 
I and my eistera were doomedsIt wee far better to be shot dow hy the sen 
tinele or even to ba torn to pieces by the fange of ‘the merciless blood 
hounds, ueed by the Glandeliniane -in their persuit than tidio hy inchee 
within the cam of ¢he child slaves.Wny the christian prisoners we found 


_ fared off far better than we didowvery day a number of the child slaves 


were driven after wood, and made to wrk hard for threes hours. Those who 
were fored tl to go outade the camp to wrk were compelled to sin dom a 
written statement that thei they wouldn't run away, and their nenes 

ware handed to the officer ofhthe day, who was authorized to permit them 
to passe When I found an opportunity to join’ one of these parties, I 

was compelled to sign my name as others did, and even my sufferings had not 
so far demoralized him that I-could not violate the solemn pledge 

even to so vilea troop ss these murdering Glandelinians.I wont out with 
the others tut immediately returned with the load of wood we were made 

to caryel requested then to be released fram this "Child glave" parole 

as. it ide called,and [ waseI then wae free from my obligation, ‘and destroyed 
the paper for if I should happen to-be recaptured in my attempt tosacape 
and was caught with that: paper in mypoesession T would suffer the horrid 
penalty of ite violation.Others -too always were forced to bring in’ wood 
and timber, aid soldiers digging trenches or making fortificationaeI then 
taking the chance walked out with the rest.When we came to the puarid they 

wore oarefully examined again, to see that none but “paroled child slaves" 
paesed out. h They gave their names, and the sentinel therefore refered 

to the list of ‘those paroled for the outside workfor ths day, and if it 
was wll right they wore allowed to pass,. He demanded of me my name,I 

gave it, and he finding my name on the list, even though I had lost my 


“parole let me pass.I was now outside the campppp, and dev discharged 


from my parole, but T saw at fdat my difficuoties had just began, for it 
apparently wasimpossible to escape for a strongly armed guard of one hundred 
and eighty men were stretched around the tract of woods in which ue child 
Blavee were at work, not only towatch us but to prevent christian ldiers 
fran escapt escapig escepings I walked away from the stockade animated by 
a hope,thou h though of: could it was but a dim dim one, of breathing once 
nore the air of freedomeIntent upon the object before me I passed a group 
of 8 strangely familiar man on horseback, accompanied by edght chrewi 
dangerously suepiniously looking girlecouts. "Thare"she is"exclaimd one 
of them, and the strange column rl rode tward me.I turned, and in the 
tall mounted man on horseback who addressed me himealf I recognised my 
friend and guardian Jack Evane.sHe was dressed in a Glandelinien uniform of 
high rank, and who w ever the girls were at fast I did not know, but 

they seemed strangely familiar.They looked tocalmost Like a wreoi, or 

like child slaves or child scoute who had seen lots of hardedips hardships 


and there was little to remind me of the girlish and noble forms of 
any of my own sietera ag I had know them bofore.Yet their number to me 
were strangely suspicious.There were five.I wondered had he been luoking 
for me and my sisters, and that being caught in the act he had been taken 
prisoner by these fiveeBut he said something to them, they halted,end 
he dismcunted and cuma tward me. T ordd"Jack fvane, and would haw rushed 
into his arma, and wept with the joy I could nut concenl, tut he refused 
to accept me whispering "Not here violet" It's dangerous,They'l) take us 
_ 811.Then he askd me how came I to be brought co far awny hore,and I told 
him the proceedings, and told him how long I was heresHe told me that 
ne had been from one camp to another using money he sncured fran ean 
enemy wagon train to buy child slaves with, and then he said that 
those with him were my sisters in disguise. He told me he came to take 
me too, and then he's. go where he had concealed lots of claves end make 
for the nearest christian lines, and then dropping his vobe to a vhieper 
& he aded"I got a disguise that wil) fit you perfectly.He told me Jenn ie 
was quite sick from her exper ience.I asked if she wae mich better, and 
he told me no, but she'll pull througheHe then told me to wait half an 
hour dn the wods, and he and they moved oneHe aocn,aame back with them and 
a gray coated escort of eoldiers.They were not Glandelindans tut his 
powerful hody of retainers in disguiee.To avoid al] suspicion he had 
sotually served in the ranke of the enemy, had gone from one point to 
another on various duties till he found ue, and had eeoned Jenie by 
beating dom her master and setting fire to #11 hisproperty.He nowhad 
ridden with his escort boldly through the guards, who believing him to he 
a Glandelinian officer permitted him.to pass with his escortseDuring his 
stay as he told me h he had. been employed in many various dutues connected 
with the army, and how he really found my sisters and me was that he war 
sent t4meand again on inspeotion tours of all child slaves in various 
parte of the army, and had frequent occaesions to pase any point where 
my sisters wore, so that no suspivion was attatched to him after he 
had even fooled the enemy aowisely.When he came to me he was etill in 
service and had obtained valuable information besides.Hevtold me : 
of someplan, and the plan was, I must pretend to hit him with a rook. 
I threw one at him, but it missed by bounding against 6 tree in my 
wey, and took a Glandelinian sentry right in the eye blinding hinfor life 
too. The Glandelinian soldiers would have rushed me but Bvane said 
sterniy"You keep cut of this boya.That rockwas aimed at me and I'll 
be the one to punish her.Thon to me more sternly(with a secret wink of 
ond 8 eye) You come with ma elavy.We officers will show you what we do 
when you throw rocks at men in uniformseeWe then or I rather then 
wae taken by him and he rode to the woods.At a point near the centre 
of the epace aurrounded by the sentinelo, we stopped at a big pine 
tree, whose dense foliage promised to afford any one shelter who climbed 


Into iteT was advised to change my clothes up in the tres, and at a favorable 9am 


momant I sprang up into the tree.Of course I wae seen climbing the 

tree by other soldiers tut they thought I was sent up to do something 

for the general.T came dow unnoticadeOf comse too I was seen and closely 
observed by many of the working child slaves, and T was obliged to rur 
the risk of being exposed hy any one of them who might not have sense enous 
to know what it was to do sy such a vile aoteBut ao far no child slave 

has sver done so anywhere, never had even betrayed an escaping cuonrade 
under any circumstances for they were tou manly and noble to be guilty of suc 
abase act.We had however escaped the observation of the soldiers who wre 
too indolent or too far off, to notice what took place within the line. 
And the only duty tuo they were called upon to perferm, as they seomd to 
regard it was to prevént any prisonors or child slaves from passing the 

or b passing beyond the ground or bouda given to themeThe thros hous 

in which the slaves were allowed to work outsides the Linea eoon expired 
and the elaves wi laden with their sticks of tinber and bundles of 

wood were driven hack to the camp tc endure other wesks of and probably 
many inonthe of vile suffering or to die there as many had mne before. 
Evans and ny eistere and the escort with him kept perfectly sti11 untill 
the guard had passed the trene, and disappeared from their views 

Evans told ue we would be missed before very lon g , and I replied then 
that 1¢ was not best for us to stop here long, for 7 was then lying on, the 
ground at the fot of the tree.He aecured a sort of pars for me hy some 
trick then o + got on a horee, and having satiefied ourselves that we 
were not observed wa slowly rée away untill the slope of som hili 
concealed us frum the vdw of the camp, when we ventured to ride forward 
more faster, and pressed forward for lifeand libertys¥e had to frat 


ride in a southerly dirsction toavid avoid the dangers of a northeasterly 
blown farest fies untill we cane to a creek, over which we managed to urge 
our half wa: water timid horses in the hove that the water would interrupt 

the scent of tne bloud hounds, which wo knew would be put on out t our 
tracks ae soon as their absense as our absence was discovered for 
we were now poing off toowh with all the slaves he hadl iberated.It was 
for that tim o vain hopeoWs were in a kind of something that Looked 

to he a swampy jungle or what had once been one, but was all dried up, and 
it was not more than half a mile fran the creek, and then we heard the 
fearful cry of dogaeWe felt we were lost, for the number of children with 
us seemed to bea a hinderance, and wa were appalled at the awful sounds, 
hut Evans demanded of us not to give.upelt answered we won't ifhe don't 
for we were always inepired with always fresher courage by the firmness 
and self possession of the generale Unfortunately were were unarmed 
but we were adi advised to secure clubs, and we were fortunate r enough 
to fins a numbar of good stout sticks with which we hopd to make a good 
fights. . 

Jofoe asked if we should climb a tree, but Evans said we were lost 
if we did as we could not hife the wagon loads of children ws had conveyed 
with us, by means of loyal drivers.But however took frum hispockst a strong 
F oord, @ roll of it whbh-he had secured fromsoms place for a good 
PUrpPOHs. : 

He ad T unrolled it, and cut it into two pieoas, and n ons of the rops 
he made a slip noose, and ddected me and my sisters to do the seme with the 
other and longer piece of ropaeThe howling doge girls, were som distance 
fron the spot, and the Glandeliyidans in persuit seemed to be unable to 
follow them on their hones which explained Evans “policy in choosing this 
dried up swemp for cur flights Selecting a narrow pass between two 
clumps ‘of bushes, which had been beaten into a path he stretched 
the slip noose over it just ae boys in the camtry set snares for foxes 
and rabhite.T did the eames thing in another locality.fvans with his old 
time great etrength azain bent down a huge sapling so that the top of 
it came over the snare ,and attatched the end of the cord to iteThe little 

the Big sepling was held down by- weaving yh the branches into the bushes 
just strong enough to hold it down tut so that any force beyond ite om 
elaaticity would disengage it.The contrivance formed vhat is sonetine 
called a twit h up snareseI know ol] about them,and set iny om in the came 
manner but Evans had to help ma with the treeBy this tims the fierce dors 
upon , them, and each of us stepped hehind the trap we had set.The hounds 
made directly twurd us, two by one path, and one hy the othare 

Evans sadd"Come on doggie, and he couly waited the issue of the 
cher enterprizesHe ordered me tu stand by with my club, and my* sisters 
tooel said I was all ready and I nerved my arm to the oonflict if one 
was to be necessary.. The bloodhouds were rushing on tward us with their 

fiendish yelp the one epproaching vans being a dozen feet 4h advance 
of the octheresHe was dashing into the narrow path and th ruates his 

head through the nooose, drawing it tizht around hia neck, and‘ detatoh 

ing the treae and the elasticity of the sapling gave hima tremendous 
switch andl ifted him high it into the airsThe er ing wor strong 
enough to hold his whole weight, and therefore the hound hung by the neck 
and was stranglingssMy snare was-not quite so successful, but the spring 
chockedthe dog, and held him fasteThe third hound dodging the obstruction 
in his path rushed tward me from anth another direction, but fvane was 
at my side by this time, and kille4 the dog with a few heavy blovs.0f 
the other two one was chocked to death, and the other 1 was quickly - 
despatched w with the clubeWe hated to do it, but $+ meant our secape. 

Evane then told me that the next move he would have to make wag +o 
rescue Jennie.Yet it was not- easily traveling in the dreadful swermp but it 
had this advantage, that we could not be permed by Glandelinin & 

Glandelinian cavearly.We.had silenced the howl of the dogs, and our | 
persuers then could not have ay any Jdsa of the direction we had ~ 
takeneIndeed girls, and you boys too, it seemed strange the killing 
of these blood houda bloodhounds, but it gave us all the advantage, n 
and we doubled on the enemy persuers by returning to the creek which we 
had crossed hefore.After following the stream for about five miles as 
there were no signs of a persuit in that diraction we halted to wait for 
the protecting shades of th the night, when wa huped to find some of 
the other slaves whom recaptured prisoners Had uniformly presented as kind 
and devoted to the last degres « However we knew it wuld be some tine 
before the jairney could be saftly resumed, and our reunited friends had 
much to say of the past and future.But you sas though you thought so 
we really have not Jennie our sistor with us yeteWe do not know where 
she iseWe know the name of the cne who has her, but we do not know 

his location.But tu go on with the etorysEach of us wishes to kno 
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the history of each cthers experisnce since we had heen so long partad.I 
accounted for myself first, and then Evans then showed the results of an 
ugly wound in the head which he sadd waeone civen him by GlandelinisnasTt 
had knookad him from his horse but he had soon recovered his fannns,and 
the Glandolinians who had capturad hin had conducted him over the river 
where ha pretended to faint ewaysBelieving hin dead, his capture had loft 
him, and he wos thonpicked up by 4 equad of Repular Abbdeunnion chvarly, 
“gant firat‘to the Base Hospitel, then onme vut again to louk for use 

has not yet fully recovered fron hie wound, but he is alripht nevertheless, 
8till our own health has been much impaired by hard work, cruel tronatmensa 
and poor foodsWe believed wa had gone into the Glandsl indian cams tu 

dis but some how or other our vigorous constitution enabled us tu survived 
that awful hell.Before his arival to my rescue I had been too .feable and 
sick to attempt to make a successful escape, as hundreds of other prisoners 
had dona hut since we have arived here we are now in better condition 

than we had been before our capture.Now since we came hack wy had obtainad 
better food which is improving our health.eAs soon as we find Jennie, 

for we will not rest tillwe do, we are going to take a long Murlouh 

if we caneThe sight of Evans coming to me gave me new Life and hope 

and though he says we are a shadow of our former selvas wo still seen 

to be able to undergo all perile ad and privations on the road to 
liberty. ‘ 

After we had killed the dogs, wa belinved we had avoided oir 
persuers, and I asked Evans what he would do next He only answered that we 
must keep clear of the Glandelinians if we can, and if we can't wall 
have to bluff them off.I asked but where shall we po, and he said find our 
way fist to Concent inian Aronburgs armysHe said the best route wag to 
the flood, perhaps the nearest was not the bert best We knaw a great 
many christian soldiers have escaped fran Glandelinian camp, tutone 

half ‘of them had been caught agsuinel said our chances then ware not firat 
rate with so many child slaves on our hands, and he answered they wore 
very g h very good, if we managed well.sHe said he'd set a forest fire if 
necessary to enable ot escapeeHe also said that so far as he knew all 
who have had the escape, faver attempted to reach the flood by the Trinoque 
River, but he funcied that river was pretty closely watched now, and 
that it wasvnot best to so that way, that about thirty miles from us to 
the straight northwestward to the Augta Road across the Santa Sebastian 
CreskeWa were Jn fsvor of taking that route because ws diin'S byl live 
any of the escaping prisoners had ane that way, and ulso it was a Rood 
spot to fire a forest if the wind wor agaist ap in against the enemy end 
from useThe question was settled, and as soon as it wa dark, wa feeling 
like fugitives from the In fernal Regions started on our journey to the 
flood. 
Bafos night we had decided upon the direction of the Big Girl 

Knool or Yollow Brick Road, and succeeded in reaching iteWo were all 

in rags by this time our uniforms having heen torn by our travels through 
the thick woods and down bad roads, and we had mic: trouble with the 
wagons loaded with slaves, and the drivers and our escorts had to 

push to make the whells go through the deep pra. deWe wore wet with 
sweat and it was terribly hot,and the air chogked ua vith mwkeeWa 

had saten nothing either since we esceped,and the greatest obstacle with 
which we then had to con tend with was our. om feeblenesssTho child 
Blavss tvo were hungry and orying out for something to eat, others wanted 
to sleap and many were 411 with the heat.We reached the road wt though 
the night was not helf gune, 7 were becoming completely exhausted, our 
horses were jaded and I felt faint, and dizyeWe. felt too warm to ait 
down and rest, and the exercise of half walking and half the time riding, 
end keep watcho on the wagons too seemed to impart. too much warmpth to aur 
weak frame, frames and we felt 111.We were not in condition to encounter 
the hardshipe dn our path, and not sat anything, with all the heat and smoky 
atmosphors esos : 

To our own horror and sorrow our friend Ryans ene char of iron 

and hie greath great strength gave out first, and cotually sank dow 

y by the alae of the roads Wacould not keep from waapdng when 7 and they 
realized the condition of our hrave and nonle guarditnee 
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We were not ach stronger ourdelves, and the enterprize prosiehed for ua 
to bs on utter fnilureeTt wos still howsvar then the month of mly, the 
air was hot and dry, we suffared fru frinhtfully fran thirst, and the 
mround iteelf was hot and yet something must ha dona tor Evang om 
he would perish hefore morninneWe too ware wank in body, hut T wns still 
strone in spirit, and so wore my four aisteara.Too tha condition of uit tel 
and yeudtan appeanled tue with an sloquencea which we could not resist, 
and his i11ness also put-ing us inte greater peril, an we could not go 
on alone without him in this dangerous wildarnesas moved uae to grsater 
anargve : 

T and my ¢ur sisters took from the forest a number of straight 
bough lying on tho ground and made a kind of platform of then in anapen 
clearing, and pacing the rails of a fence forose covered it with leaves 
twigs and hiph grass untlll we had made a tolsrably dry and comfortable 
hedeWe thanconducted Fvans to it, and Laid him on iteV"Violet'the then said 
to me feeblyl asked himwhat he wanted me to do for him now, and he anawered 
nothing more, and explained that he was uséd upseI told him he would he 
hetter soon, and he answered "nevar my doar girl, and tT wanrad him never 
to give up, and he said he wouldn't giveup while there was a fibre latt 
of him to lean on, ut that now he was almost gonaeHe askd me and my 
sisvers to take care of ourselves now, stating that he had aided us 
fe far as it wag possible.He eadd that we could d& him no good, and advised 
us to follow this rond t121 wa came to the river, and then to find a boat, 
and float down t4ll we were hailed by the sentineta of general Aronturgs 
armye T told him we would nevar Leave hin, for we were horrified by the 
suggestioneHow could we leave him there, run off with the slavag to their 
own and our ow personal safty, after all he had done for useHa said 
wo couldn't do a thing for him, and that he was positive gure he wuld 
die in gq a very fow houraeHe said he didn't think he was so naar ppne 
when we had left the mlandelinien comps or he wouldn't have burdened 
us now with the care of himsT told him that we should have perished 
in the enemys lines if 4¢ had not been for him.We were dsterminad not to 
desert hm, told him so, and said thot protably God would not let us: 
live 1f we should do such a mean thing.He then said as we love him, save 
ourselves, and thet it would would be the greatest favor we ever done 
for him to insure our om safty, and ha spoke in quivering tones.t would 
not leave him, not only that tut T and my sieters ware desperately 
determined to eave hin. We knew we could, and would.He was iike a good 
and loving brother to useWe told him he ehould not die, we couldn 't bear 
to think of it nfter all he dons for useWe told himto keep a pod heart for 
a little while, and that he would he savedeHe snid he would keep up as well 
as he could , but he continued thatvwhen such a powrfully strong man like 
he sinks, he generally go-s at ono eoHe begged of us to leave him, and to 
save ourselves saying 4t wae the last favor he had to aak of use 
T told hin wa would not if he hegged it on hie bended knse.As my sisters 
remained to guard him, and try to nurse him back to immediate health for 
he only was overcons hy the terrific heat I left n and telling my eistors 
where I was go"nggoimg and not to be worried, I hastened back to the 
road carefully noticing the path,so that TI could easily find the spot 
again.When I reached it T was almost overcome by my om emotione, and by 
my own exhau stion and 11ineanol wanted strength,at that trying moment 
T felt as if I was going to fall into a faint, ond tharstor o I needed 
strength to save oursnlves and. @vans.L knelt dom upon the hot grounr 4 
and prayed for gr strength with an earnestncess wthéh hed never v before 
turned in my soul.T have elways trueted -dir nod and in all my trying 
and difficult experdencas 7 tlwaye ask for guddanceel roe from my knees 
after makir g tha sip of the Croas.I knew that fod head heard me---was with 
ne, T could feol it so.Strength creme Jf not to my muscles im the increased 
earnestness of my purposes! rode slong a road ti11 T came to a large 4 
house which @me fields IT had meen had Assured me could not be far distant. 
Tt was a farm house, and heyond it was a: villiage of slave huts.The slaves 
were apprehensive at my uniform and ware not friendly tut 1 could hardly 
expect to find them diferent when they mistook ms for a Glandel inden 
ei 1 sirlecout.I was then desperatesIt anemed to me that the Glandel inians 
had no richte which we wers supposes d to respecteThrowing off myhboots 
T approached the house, snd seeing the slaves didn't taks to me pretend 
ed T was & Glandelinian and ordered them to the huts, end they had to 

obey as they fearad enemy hoyacoutael then went to. one of the winduzs und 
to my surprinn found it was partly openWith out making noise, and with 
all the prantest care T raised the sash, and climbed ineI found there wag 


juet Light enough in this room in which T snterad tomnable ms to tind ny 
way to the mantle on whbh were & Lamp and som matches.I Liphted a Lamp 
and looked all atout masThere was mn bed in the roam on which Lay on object 
which would eurely have frozen my blood had T haen a tintd parson. Tt wns 
r hedious corpss, the .eyas closad.7 only planned at it, Twas aomewhnt 
aturtled, but not frirhtaned, for death in itn most horrid form 9 wag 80 
familiar to her thet she did not shrink from the aicht.t had n mieston to - 
perform at oll coste, and T procsadad to seerch the room for what T minted, 
T found t large chLoset, opened it, and found two fulleutta-of mang 
1 clothing, one of them a brand naw Glandelinian uniform of somh ich 
general, and T halieved then that the dend nen had heen an offiear in 
the Glandelinian army.On- a table with a number of 6 viala T found 8 hottle 
of brandy of which T drank © few swallows myself.Propping the clothing 
out of the window, where T could secure it at my leasurs, T coutd T 
continued the search, and found a coupls of revolvers in & drawar, with 
cartridgs bullets which I seoured.I then left the room; and in tha hall 
found bacon and a'l other food which was plentufi1.Filling a big busket 
with the food I heetened ¢o inake my mistakesscaps. 
With the utmost o r care I departed fran the house laden with 
the preclous articles I‘ had obtainedsIt was one oclock at night as 
I had asen by & clock in the house, andellwas stil1.When I wis a nefe 
distance from the farm ho se house, T tuck off the rags I wore, ond put 
on the uniform of a glandelinien boyscout, leaving the brand new uniforn 
of the general I had secured for RvanseThus ralisved of @ portiun of vy 
burden T hastened to the coah of my parishing reacuer.I asked hin how 
he felt and he asked"Ie that you Violet?I hopad you and yar sisters 
had ipne of"I told him no, that T had coms with “tife and hope, and I 
placed the hottle of brandy to tha sick manw lipe.He drankell that t 
dared to give hime I nknew it would bring hin to and it dideHe aadd Cod 
bless you Violet, I was thinking that brandy vould save ny Lifae"T arked 
him if he could get up for a moment or two, end he said he could, that hs 
felt 1 ike a new mun tut he was also somewhat. exhilaroted by the’ strong 
liquor he had taken.I asked him to let meput the uniform on him tolling 
him Thad & newone, and T assisted him to put them om .They were 
cooler and dry, and he manifested uchildish delipht as I helped hin 
put ‘them on.They were rather small but they wer wers comfortable. Then 
T asked hin if he could eat bacon and breade"Gould I oat them? "He sada 
"T sure could if TI had them?"And T ensware that he hae them, and brought 
the basket to'his coucheHe and my sisters ate heartily, and whengwe hed 
finished he said that he could walk tan miles that ninht. Ws howaver 
knew that he could not---that he was alsu under the btfulence of the 
brandy, and over estimated his atrenrthe : 
T and my siatora were determnined to keep him quiet for a few days 
if possible Assurad that otherwise the enterprize mat fail and no 
means found to bring to safty poor Jennieewhen tT had told the story of ny 
visit to the houss 7 asked him if he felt beter and he said yosel asked 
hin to go to sleep, and when he did T and my sisters went on an sxploring 
expeditionsIn a forest of everpreens half 9 mile dietant, T found an old 
shenty which had heen used for man once engaged in drawinpp tt ch’ from these 
pine trees.To this we mansged to have-out patient transferred, and kept 
him there & week The child slaves on this plantation discovered us but they 
wer faithful friends, end supplied us, and all our rascuad slaves with 
food and bed clothes which they secretly brought fran a distant camp sv that 
we wore all quite comfortable. From thess devoted Little friends, we heard 
that the dead men T had seen in the house had been the son of some mlande 
Linton general who had been brought home wounded mortally. fivens pained 
strength mach duy eines he wos well clothed and well fedefu after ‘a 
weeks rest, we atarted again, taking the other oud slaves withus guided 
by one who showed us the way to the river, and directed ua tward the 
christian army under Aronburg.N ight after night for tw days wa continued 
en our’ way, fuided and entertained by the slaves +111 we came near to 
the lines, 
Now once more we are beneath the lines, heneath our-vld flag once 
morewe are in the hands of friends.®hen wa Lanva here, we are polng 
to now helpvfvans ‘ry ad locate: Jennie, He knows now where the scoundrel 
has her.We are to accompany hin." ' 
"But do you think yor can find and petytennde?"asked Penrode 
"I'm positive we'll have her in general _iviens lines to morrow 
afternoon if we laave hare," 
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Theav ware silent for s faw minutas, and than Penrod saidj"T dontt wish 
to act hold, or critize any one here, nor yor Mo ation aither violet, tut 
thin ge sre almost not naturtl tu ms hare, I have aakad mony questions 
un that subject and do not know what ho any to the unaworgeT' ve haan 
even tafore thin war in many towns in Gulyerdn in, Abbdsennia, and sven 
Lived dn Abbieann.Neaver did To soe uny hoy or mirt do ansthing, wrong 
whatever, they naver wera. scolded, always ohayad, warn ere2zy 4o ro to 

K Mase on Sundays and Holy days, and in fact wll the peoples ore the sam. 
The way children lovk -in their fenturas too they xct.The prettier they 
ure the sooder they aresYet T never saw o homely childefven you, and yur 
sisters, end #11 T know hare on the ra “ty in the camps, anony evan 
rascued child slaves sre unatturally tp od." : 

"Wh Whytasked violet with a salle'Is thars anything wrong with that" 

"Yas in on» waye Tf a every one ie so good, why do wa have to suffer. 
Where do wa deserve tt.L ook at what you po throu phe" 

. "That is our own dodng,"sald violets"for wr country we do our dubles 
and seek the dangers.Nu body to blene tut ourselveaeWa can escapa all 
this if we want to." 

“But tha disssters"aontin und Penrod.T "Tha horrible suffering nung 
the refuress, the dreedful plagues raving, thh flouds, the devastating 
fires, the massacres, the epparsant sucesses of the anemye Why does it 
happen when I'm sure Abhisannia fran the gpodness of her peopls 
do not dasarve itt 2 a; ue 

"You don't understand. "said Jodos hareslf, von 't you kn ow 
that Our Alesged Lord, wae absolutely mulitless, arid what His eneniss 
donna to hin"? 

"Yes Trama her thate : 

"Well we are his paople, his followerseWa wo thraigh it fo His sake. 
But don't worry ahout that Penrod dear.T have had visons fron Heaven and 
so have my sisters that our country #112 com out with colors flying 
end Glandelinia will humbly beg on her kneed for! mercy."

Menrod spore a lot that evening ahowt hie exporiences in all portions 
of Abbdoannda as: far as ho had trawled, and he sure did holtavn ttywas 
vary unftial tobhim. He had wherever he went Played with many children, 
boys and girls, in all k°nde of games, never had any One ‘uarreled wih hin 
or among themaalves, they were unaturally fair in alt the rames, pave 
in to one another te avold sq quarela, never did the children dlechey their 
parents, or whan called 40 do something had to ha called twioes 

Peeryons were fatthfal in their dutiow duties, and so on, and he 
hed never heard of any crimes, nor had any one aver haon know to do any 
offenses, oxcept it be soma fo 1 foolish forilogner.In the ,ain citieg 
policemen ware naver anean, never needed, jails wera not know exept in 
far off Tslande, and so he could not maka itout whether he had wont into 
som sort of # heaven withot dying, or a rivhteous 1,1b tedinho. 

Many tims he hed broached this subject to hie irl scouts and other 
friends, and thay always thoupht that it cuuld not he unaturale That was 
one of the causes why he nover wished to leave such a country. yhen he 
hed heen trough over he hed ben a LibbLea hoy of thraa years, and first 
with hie adopted father genaral Gr Greatheart, or rather ste step-father 

in Abbdann or Abbieann, which in the Rnglieh language that nama would 
maant "Abbieannda's Holy city, or Jern Joruaatem for it had had the 
best Catholic Gathederals and so forth in the worlds It had taken hin 


'@ lone tim to pet used to such surroundings, for ayan despite his are then 


ho rememberad how pao Le paopln warn in other partes of the world.If chiatren 
didn't disobay, or fipht,there Lt saemod unnatural. 

He remembers d tuo how he had bean treatad by children in Abbdeann 
beanuss ha had heen knom in a fr lendly way as "Little Trenchy. Tt 


Penrod ween't a King, Lf sume baer tats Shay took him for one for their 
treatment of the hime :
